Last night, the British Ambassador Sir Roger Makins, sought official clari- 
fication on a statement made yesterday by the American Ambassador in Athens, 
Mr Cavendish Cannon, expressing the “sympathetic concern” of the American 
people over recent developments in Cyprus.

HE best way to insure

BEST SELLER 

Jean Dutourd has been wril-

carly book of his, "the Dog's 
Head,"" scored a iitertry success 
In the United States But it 
was in 1952 that he wrote his 
first best-seller, "Au Bon 
Beurre," called in’ the English 
Iransiation “The Milky Way." 
Tt got one of the big. literary 
prizes, Le Prix Interallte 

With great humour and sly 
sadre, this novel deseribes ten 
years in the life of a man who

A group of farmers handilng 
the same crop within the same 
area will get together and or- 

misao their co-operative on 

emocratic lines, electing a 
committea which is responsible 
to all the members, 


The committee arranges the 
marketing of the crop, through 
the Government .« controlled 
Marketing Board, and because 
{t is denling in bulk and éan 
instruct members how to im- 
prove the quality of thelr crop, 
the Society usually gets a much 
etter prico than the In- 
dividual. 

At the same time the Society 
can borrow money from the 
Department at an Interest rate 
of 10 per cent which ft lends to 
members at 15 per cent, the 
difference golng into the co- 
operative’s funds.
